Ve firmly believe tust there is mo residwem of cases Wileh indicates 
phenomens which are attributable to foreign artifacts capable of hostile 
sete, ond that there is mo evidenpe thst the phenowena indicate « need 
for the revision of current scientific soncepts. 

3. Im the light of this conclusion, the Pamel recommends: 

That the netionel security agencies teke immediate steps to 
strip the Unidentified Flying Objects of the apecial status they 
heave been given and the «ura ef mystery trey have unfortunately 
aquired.
